Mr» Chapin desires to make no further claim for 
damages ‘for himsekf and believes it would weaken his influ- 
ence in that region if exemplary damages were asked for the 
mission, Mr. Chapin leaves here shortly for Wuhu, and if you 
ask and obtain the ‘escort and the instructions to the local 
Chine se officials I have indicated above; he desires to be

On May the I7th of this year Mr. B.Alexander, and myself 
(K. D. chepin] an American subject, left Chang-teh-fu where we 
have a Mission station,for a book selling and preaching trip 
up the Uen piver in Western Hu-Nan, tpavelling in our oon 
boat, a large native one. After a comparatively quiet trip 
with some trouble ap a few places we reached Hong-Kiang, a 
large and busy place. on the I7th of June, Wishing to remain 
at that place for à time we dismissed our crew and lived in 
our boat, going ashore to sell books and tracts on the strees 
we also had hopes of being able to rent a place for a Mission 
station. We had two days of comparative quiet selling books 
but the local officials showed a secretly hostile spirit,from 
the first, outwardly friendly but doing as,little as possible 
in the w of protection in the hope of driving us from the 
place. The bad element of the city crowded the river. banks 
shouting that they would beat and kill. the "foreign devil;" 
we. suggested, to the officials, that the people f thus fraely 
permitted to curs urge end threaten us without Festraint, would

on the boat, In the afteroon however a crowd gathered and

Hong-Kiang being neither a Fu nor a Asienpity has only 
subordinate officials and is governed by the magistrate of 
Huei-tong-hsien, This magistrate came down in person to in- 
vestigate the difficulty and showéd an apparent readiness 
to suppress the troubles "his methods however seemed to us 
Father mild? he contented himself with éxhorting the people

In stating the matter for your consideration we would 
Just say that so far as concerned the magistrate of Huei- 
tong-hsien, we have no complaint to make, unless it be for 
weakness in his dealing with the matter, he appaared honest 
in his endeavors to suppress the trouble but was certainly 
mistaken in thinking that merely exhorting the people was 
sufficient. Since we left the place we have heard that he has 
made a number of arrests but cannot say whether it is true, 


were 
As to the smaller local officials however they, det ermin- 


* 
ed to drive us away if possible and were largely responsible 
for the trouble; if their local forces were insufficient 

which is not the case, there was a garrison of soldiers witht 


in a day’s journey of the place at Uen-cheo-fu and another 


at Tsing-cheo. 


The officials also tried to shift the blame upon us by 
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accusing one or our native colporteurs of quarelling with 
the 2 on the streets, destroying their property etc.: 
we however investigated these things and ase it may be that 
he was somewhat rash ts his words against idolatry, yet the 
ridiculous charges they made we are sotivinced are utterly 
untrue,

In order therefore, that the missionaries may peaceaoly 
teach and practice their faith at Honge-Kiang, and that the 
peopve of said place may definitely understand, that they 
must not harass or persecute them, and especially because of 
the facts set forth, the Undersſened is constrained to respeest- 
fully request that Ur. Chapin be furnished a strong escort, 
and be honorably conducted into Hone-Kiane, and the authore 
ities there directed to find a safe ahd suitable place which 
he can lease for missionary purposes, and that they be per- 
emptorily instructed to render him and his associates full 

and complete protection in their work. 

That this procedure may have the fullest potency, and 
its result be that which is best and most to be desired, it 
should be speedy and effective. 

Hence it is requested that the matter shall have the 
immediate consideration of Your Highness and Your Excellen- 
cies and the Undersigned notified of the result.

Some of 
the a are unusual hence my duty is not se clear to me 
as to warrant the decided stand I usually take in all matters 
affecting property rights. 
That you may be fully advised I beg te state that at 
Amey there are many hundred Grose who owe avllegiance to 
te Foreign Countfies and who are under the protection of thet 
respéctive Consuls. These toren Chinese are Youally weal- i 
thy merchants of the port and many of them have business 
houses, usually under the direct management of a native, in . 
Arctis near Amoy, say within thirty N It has been the 


custom for the local officials te protect these property négh * 


rights outside the immediate port of Amey. Even foreign Chins 
ese often manage their own business in thdse adjacent towns 

and reside there. Where trouble arises the local magistrates 9 
and foreign Censuls adjust matters in the sane nae as 


they woulda ff the business were located directly in the treaty 


port city, be 


I bave recognized the right of Americans to operate in 


these adjacent tems and if they chose to reside there I i!

should in the absence of specific instrugtions support th 
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clause of the treaty, as I suppose an American would be per’ 
mitted to de business in the City ef Peking now since a few

About a month ago a store belonging to Geo. Williams, an 
American Chinese subjects lecated at Shih-ma, about twelve 
miles from Amey and under the management of his uncle was 
seized during the absence of the manager by aman who had 
loaned the . assisted by a Ist degree literati /. 
and a const able ef the village. Between £7000.00 and $8000.0 

worth ef goods were taken and the son of the manager lodged 
in jail. I requested the Taotai te order that the store be 
restored te its owner, the sen released and their bill if 
they had any sent te me and .. see that it was paid. He 
complied and directed the Sub-Prefect te carry out the in- 
struct ens. It appears that tie delivery of this order was 
delayed by metheds go well known te the Celestial and the 

P , aggressors proceeded to sell eff the goods, A second demand 
from me breught more peremptory orders from thevTactai. At 
this point the Spanish Preist interfered. He wrote a despatch 
to the Taotai in which he took up my note and proceeded to 
show wherein it did not represent as he alleged the facts. 
A copy of this Preist's despatch the Taotai sent me. It alle 
ged Geo. Williams store had gone into bankruptcy and that the 
constable and Ist degree Literati had simply seized the 
progrty under the law te protect a debt as they alleged of 
$230 and not $II0 as claimed by Williams. The priest notified 


the Tast af that the party to whom this money was owed and whe 


seized che store was a member ef the Spanish Mission and hene¢g 
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he advised the Tast ai te leave the matter to the lecal au- 


thorities who had conspired with the priest and small 
creditor to spoil the «store. It is a common thing for these | 
priests te interfere nd intimidate the officials and N : | 
members of their church in any aggresion until, it is allengé, 
many join the church as soon as they get inte trouble, Thus 
this preist assumed a sort of advisory protectorate net only 
ever the native officials, but alse the band of out-laws | 
who would appropriate $8000.00 werth of goods to liquidate a | 
debt which they did not even claim exceeded $230.00 

The priest's charge that the store had closed in bank- t 
ruptcy was absolutely false, and this $230. is the only 
claim against it. They deny owing but $II0 ef the amount 
claimed babes th@treuble. I at once addressed the Tactai a 
dispatch, a copy of which I here enclose you,

The U.S.Consul addressed a communication to the mag- 

istrate of the Pan-Yu district stating that a woman named 
Ma Chiu, atmaturalized American, had lodged a complaint be- 
fore him against Chen-Chih-po to the effect that he owed her 
a sum of money which he refused to pay; that he had sum- 
monedSboth parties to appear at the Consulate so that their 
evidence could betaken. Chen-Chih-po after leaving the Con- 
sulate immediately fled. A man named Chen-hi-hsien was there- 
upon sent to the magistrate’s yen. 

In cases where Chinese owe money it is right that a commu 
nication should sent to the locai authorities to investigate 
the matter and take steps to recover the amount owing. How 


can it be allowed that a Consul, on his own accord, shogl 


summon the parties to appear at his Consulate and exam 
them personally? But the Consul, in his communication, stated 
still the truth had not been arrived at, and when Chen-Chihp 
po came to the Consulate under summons, he ordered Chung Chi- 
Kuang to examine him. Chung Chi-Kuang then said to him that | 
he would lock him pp. Chen Chih-po, seizing an opportunity, 
made his escape. The above facts are perfectly true, 

The Pan Lü magistrate further reported that at 4 o'clock } 
P.M. on the Oth of May last, the U.S.Censul together with his 
Interpreter, Mr. Chung, suddenly appeared at this yamen. Thet 


language and expression on pheir faces showed that they — 
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angry and they used words of a threatening nature, They in- 


sisted én trying the case with the Pan Yu magistrate, but 


the complainant, Ma Chiu, failed to appear in court. The 
Censul requested the Pan Yu magistrate to take steps to re- 
cover the debt but this he refused to do. 

That the Consul summoned a Chinese subject, examined him 
and had him imprisoned there is his despatch Sms evidence. 
The petition of the magistrate may be taken as evidence that 
the Consul and his Interpreter went to the magistrate's ya- 
men and behaved badly. 

The land in front of the Customs is Government property. 
For the natives to encroach on it and put up a building for 
the purpose of harbering evil-deers who smuggle is very much 
abgainst and injurious to the public interests. The Commis- 
sioner of Custems Mr. E. B. Drew, discussed the question with 
the Superintendent of the Lekinoffice. Money was subscribed 
and the headmen of fhe I6th ind Dare instructed to builf a 
stone road on the place, expel the evil-deers and to recovér 
the house or houses on the Government lant so that trade 
could be carried on there. This plan was pleasing tc all thep 
people® excepting Mr. Tang, the owner of the Ta Feng Nien 
shop, who went to the U.S.Consul about the matter, The Consul 
instructed his interpreter to write a proclamation which was 
sealed and posted in the shop notifying thev Chinese that 
the shop had been bought by the United States Minister from. 
the Tsungli Yamen and that no questions should be asked. The 


people of the I6th Ward were excited and enraged at this 
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proceeding and said how could a Consul have the right to 
. post a préclamation in a Chinese shop Per the information 
of Chinese subjects? They also said that the Chinese offen 
should be requested to OO Fee ions in the foreign hong 
on notifying-foreigners that they cannot be permitted 6 
to int ort ore an 3 matters. The populace were angry and 
a distusoance nearly transpired. 
s hitherto there have been no cases of the Tsungli 
1 men selling Chinese property and houses to Foreign Minis- 
ters. How dare a proclamation of the kind be issued in vio- 
lation of treaty? 
A copy of the Consul’s proclamation has been furnished 
by the Customs, as under:- 

"Proclamation issued by U.S.Consul Bedloe for gen- 
eral information. Whereas I have received from one Lo-hsiang 
as follows: Proclamations have been issued by the Chinese 
authorities that repairs are to be made on bund known as 
Hsin Chi Tu Tao, and that ten days will be allowed those who 
have encreached on the Gévernment land on the bank by placing 4 
tiles and stones to remove them, The property of the peftioner 
is that known te have been purchased by the United States 
Minister from the Tsungli Yamen and there is a record on file 
which can be seen. The yamen police however have tried to

About a week ago the members of the American tee 


byterian Mission at this Port asked for my assistance in ur 


ing the chinese authorities to protect the Mission property 


at Nodoa in the interior of this Island from the insurgents 
that threatened to attack the place. The property in ques- 
tion was subsequently handed over into the charge of the lo- 
cal military official by Mr. McClintock and Mr. Leverett, whe 
resided there and who have retired to Hoihow. I have written 
several dispatches and notes the acting Taotai here, Chen 
urging him to send additional soldiers to Nodoa to pro- 
tect the Mission property and on my representation about 800 
men have actually gone to the disturbed region. The Tat a 
called on me on the I9th with regard to the disturbances and 
I used my utmost endeavors to stir him up to a full sense 
of the responsibility that rests on him and the other ifficia 
concerned to afford the fullest protection to this amer- 


ican property. He professed to make rather light of fhe 


troubles but promised that no harm should happen to the 


Mission Property and begged me to be reassured on the matter, 
All the same I think a little 1. pressure on him from 
Canton would do harm whatever, Wet irres him up a bit, 

As soon as my Chinese writer can get them ready I will 
send you copies of the correspondence I mentioned above, to 


gether with an official letter on this subject. I need not 60 
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give you the particulars of the trouble as the missionaries 
are also writing you by this steamer. 

I have recommended the missionaries not to return to 
Nodoa until things have quieted dom. They could do no good 
whatever there and would only perhaps be exposing themselves 
to danger.

Dear Sir: 

You will remember that I wrote to you some time ago, 
two or three months, concerning a rumored uprising ‘of th eit 
Triad society in and about Nodoa Market in the Tam-chow Dist# 
rict of Kiungchow Prefecture. At that time by the efforts of 
the literati the discontent was quieted, but a few men who 
were leaders in the matter and who had no hope of escaping i» f 
the punishment due to them, repaired to a mountain about 18 
miles from us and fortified themselves there. On the se- 
cond of the sixth moon; havingbbeen reinforced by a band of 
thieves from Tam-echow district they made an attack on the 
neighboring market of No-sia, A commandant with over a hun- 
dred soldiers had been located there and were able to beat 
off the Triads who returned to their fortifications in Tai- 
wang-shan. On the fourth of the same moon the commandant 
went out to attack the thieves but succeeded in doing noth- 
ing more than driving them out of a village which they had 
captured, destroying the village and capturing one of their 
flags. Although we heard many rumors concerning the plans 
of the Triads, nothing more alarming than the looting of a 
few villages took place for over ten days and it was reported 


that they had dispersed. Later word came ers ghe interéor 


that two hundred Triads had crossed over from the District 
called Lengeshui and had joined themsekves to those already 
in Tai-wang-shan. It was also reported that a band of pirates 
from the seashore had also reinforced the Triads in the hills 
Still later it was reported that the Triads had quarelled aa 
among themselves and had scattered, This last report we found 
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was one spread by the Triads to prevent the natives from 
sending out of the district their moveable wealth, In a few 
days it was known that the secret meetings of the society gay 
were being held all around the market and about the -nsigh- 
poring markets and that the Triads were forcing the people to 
join them, provide them with money and with the arms they 
possessed, 

Finally on the 24th. of the sixth moon we heard from reliable 
sources that six hundred men were encamped in a market called 
Lok-ki 18 miles to the north of us at No-tai, that they were 
well provided with arms and ammunition and that they were 
planning to attack the neee and commandant in a few days. 
The commandant requested me to send my wife to some place 

of safety which I did at once he providing an escort. On 
the morning of the 25th. the outbreak took place as was 
planned. The Triads commenced by looting and burning 
villages, killing villagers and capturing the children. On 
the 26th. we received word from friends in the society tha 
an attack on the market was planned for the next morning and 
because of threats made by the Triads against us, advised our 
leaving at tine. which we did the official providing us with 


escort for part of the way to Hoihow. on the way out we 


passed within short distances of villages whi vor o looting 
and burning and the next day we were overtaken by a runner 
who told us that the attack on the market had taken place as 
planned (Sunday Aug. 14th. eth. moon- 7th day). Later 
e were that early Sunday morning 700 men had 


attacked the market, that the local malitia instead of 


fighting the thieves joined them and with them fought the 
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local commandant but the commandant was able to beat off the 
Triads losing I8 men and a few flags. A later letter brings 
word that the Triads withdrew but are threateni-eng another 
attack and the commandant has sent out asking for immediate 
reinforcements stating that he fears his soldiers cannot hold 
out. 

The of fie fal in No-tai gave us repeated assurances phat 
he would protect our property and our lives as long as he was 
able to do so, and for this purpose he sent soldiers into our 


compound who remained on guard ther about a month, andduring 


the the two nights before we left and while the outbreak was 
hourly expected he had soldiers near us all day and he him- 
self came at night and kept watch. On leaving we gave the pro“ 
perty over into his care and into the care of the headman of 
of the market who acknowledged themselves responsible for its 
care. The local official has done all he could but having 

a force of a hundred odd men he will be unable to stand out 
any length of time and unless reinforcemengs reach him must 
give way and that means that our property must go. Soldiers 
have been sent to the neighboring market, No-sia, but not 
one man has been sent to No-tah although we have repeatedly ; 
sent out word to the Tast ai giving him the facts in thé case 
and e that adequate protection be afforded us in 
accordance with section II of the Treaty of I858, In this 
matter Mr. Butler British Consul here has kindly acted for us 
It is now however deemed advisable that the matter be 
brought to to the attention of the Viceroy as the officials 
here will at t empt . minimize the trouble in order to save 
themselves, and they also throw back the responsibility on tbr 


the Viceroy by saying that they cannot act without orders 
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from Canton and we are told that in the same way the Vice- 
roy will throw the responsibility on Peking and say that he 
cannot act without orders from there so that we are advised 


that the rebellion should be reported to our Minister at 


once and his co-operation secured. May we ask of you then tha 
that you will demaend of the Viceroy that in accordance with 
the Treaty (see. I) that there being a band of thieves near 
to where our property is located and threatening it, that he 
will at once send in a force sufficient to quell the dis- 
turbance and punish the rioters. The facts are these. Eight un 
hundred Triads are banded together in and about No-tai; they 
have twice attacked official troops, neither side scoringa 

a success; the official troops are not sufficient to attack 
the Triads: the whole country is in sympathy with the Triads 
and will join them as they see their chances of success in- 
creasing: the presence of the official troops has not det err 
ed the Triads from rebelling but instead their numbers have 
grown: five hundred soldiers have gone in from here wre—-have 
but they are coolies called here who have never borne arms 
before and cannot be depended upon, a hundred odd of whom

His Hongkong friends are 
attending to that end of the case, I told those who called 
here in his behalf, and in the presence of acting Vice Con- 
sul Williams, that I am in a judicial capacity and not here 
as adviser. If the prisomer cannot procure Counsel I shall 
appeal to the Consul General to assign an attorney to defend 
the accused, I believe in view of the anti-foreign feeling 
among the Cantonese, that the friends of Toulmin will ask 
to have him tried by your Court in Shanghai. We have no 
accomodation here for holding Court and no jail for holding 
prisoners. 


To bring Toulmin here means certain death. The Cant ones e 


will kill him sure, It was partly on that account he was remoy oil 
ed from the British jail. 
) Toulmin 's friend repeatedly reported the danger and 
pointed out to me how easily he could be shot by any one 


climbing up to the window or one of the windows of his cell 
in the jail here. 
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The Shimeen riots, ten years ago, grew out of a similar 
case resulting in burning half of the buildings on the for- 
eign settlement. 

You have the prisoner safe nov. It is easier to bring 
witnesses to Shanghai and get an American jury there than 
in Canton. 

I believe the Department will consent to your trying 
the case with my consent and presence.

THS Various reforms which have recently been proposed 
by the Court, for the prosperity of the nation, were considered 
with the hope that at this time the Bmpire might become rich 
and powerful, that the people might secure a livelihood and 
have not originated out of a desire simply to adopt new 
methods and abandon old ones. We have been very reluctant to 
do all this and therefore Our subjects should sympathize with 
us. Upon consideration We find that the people are in a state 
of doubt and fear having been brought about by those in author- 
ity not acting in accordance with orders and not being in 
Sympathy with us. The result has been that the ignorant have 
made false conjectures and and many erroneous reports have 
arisen. Take for example the matter of dispensing with the 
official posts. The object was tte sift out and reduce the num- 
ber of supernumeraries, but because the provincial officials 
did not investigate the mattertthere have been numerous 
memorials recommending that great changes be made in the ad- 
ministration of the Government. 
Reasoning from this, falsehoods have been propagated. 
What will be the end? Therefore if the truth is not made 


known there is reason to fear that the people will become 
excited by this random talk and tranquility will cease to 
prevail, and all Our efforts for the prosperity of the Empire 
will avail nothing. 
In dispensing with the Imperial Supervisorate of Instruc- 
tion and the various other departments Our design was to sep- 
arate the business of these departments and incorporate them 
in other departments and in this way abolish all unnecessary 
duties.

Now upon consideration We believe that by adding this and 
cutting out that a round about method is the result and the 
state of affairs is not different than formerly. Therefore 
let the Imperial Supervisorate of Instruction, the Office of 
Transmission, the Grand Court of Revision, the Court of Imperial 
Entertainments, the Court of the Imperial Stud and the Court 
of State Ceremonial be replaced and conduct their duties as 
usual. Let all those official posts and offices in the 
various provinces which ought to be abolished and incorporated 
and all unemployed officials be dispensed with by the Governors 
and Governors-General. 

In regard to the establishment of the "Chinese Progress 
Magazine" giving the Literati permission to memorialize, the 
original design was to make Us clearly see and understand the 
feelings of the people . But now the Court has made ample 
provision for freedom of speech to the officials that they 
may be able to petition in regard to the administration of 
the Government and if there is any thing worthy of selection 
it will be acted on without delay. However the memorialists 
have been em lating each other and sending in petitions sen“ 
taining merely superficial phrases and have plagiarized even 
to the extent of spreading falsehoods. 

Hereafter only those officials who have the right to 
memorialize shall use respectful and proper language for the 
enlightenment of the people and shall proclaim the real truth 
as to the Government. But those officials who are not author- 
ized to memorialize’ wilisnot be allowed to present sealed 
petitions, but will conform to the fixed laws. 

: Since the "Chinese Progress Magazine” is of no use to Our 
Person ani is misleading to the people, let it be immediately 
abolished. 

The Imperial Chinese University being for the culture of 
the people,and others in the Provincial Capitals having already

been established, in addition let the smaller schools in the 
various departments, prefectures and districts be established 
according to the pleasure of the people. 

The temples in the provinces which are not on the 
Imperial list, if they are not illegal, shall continue as 
formerly and need not be converted into schools, that the 
people may not be offended. 

In addition to this those things already under discussion 
and put into operationin order to improve military affairs 
and to increase the sources of revenue must be carried out in 
good earnest. That which is of no benefit to the present 
administration and that which is a hindrance to Our Person let 
the Six Boards and the Foreign Office carefully investigate 
and report clearly on the different methods of procedure. Now 
that the affairs of the Government are in great difficulty, all 
business must be deliberated upon with the greatest care in 
order to decide what should be introduced and what rejected, 
that the good may be retained and not a single flaw remain.

THS Board of Punishments has memorialized the Throne 
upon a very important case and requests'the appointment of 
high officials to conduct the trial. 

Let the offending officials - Hsu Chih Ching, Yang Shen 
Hs iu, Yang Jui, Lin Hsu, ran Ssu Tung, Liu Kuang Ti, and 
Klang Kuang Jen the brother of K'ang Yu Wei, be strictly tried 
by the Grand Council, together with the Board of Punishments 
and the Board of Censors. 

Chang Yin Huan has been frequently censured on the ground 
his reputation has been very reprehensible, although he did 
not belong to Kang Yu Wei's faction. Therefore let him be 
turned over to the Board of Punishments to be looked after 
temporarily and wait for the Imperial Decree. 

Klang Yu Wei formed a party for his own selfish purposes. 
Therefore his offense is very grave. 

All of Kang Yu Wei's adherents - Hsti Chih Ching and others 
have already been turned over to the Board of Punishments that 
they may undergo a very strict trial. Further it would be 
difficult to guarantee that there are not others among the 


efficials and gentry who have been beguiled by Klang Yu Wei,

In order to protect my daughter 
from the fierceness of the attack I hile vii ot and urged her 

to go 2 3 I was struck a large number of times both 
by the clods and stones. I received one very severe blow on

the side and several cuts on the head. I met some mounted 
soldiers led by a mandarin with a mite button. Iaccost ed 
him and asked for his protection. He would not even give me 


his name, but told me to go on. After he passed the attack 


was more fiercethan ever and the crowd followed us nearly to 
the Yung Ting gate. At the gate I went to the police station 
and informed them of what had occurred and requested that as 
we returned they should give us an escort. The police man 
said it was not in his disgrict. 

On the return Journey Urs, Cranston and Mies Cranston 
were in chairs. Bishop Cranston's other two daughters and } 
myself and daughter were in carts. In order to avoid the | 


crowd we followed close along the wall of the Temple of 


Heaven. When more than a quarter of a mile away the crowd 


saw She chairs and made a rush for them, They at once began 


stoning the chairs and the bearers being hit put the chairs 


down. 
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down. I got out of the cart in order to give protection to 
the ladies, The Chairs were severely damsged by the stones. 
I again ran to the police house near by and asked for pro- 
tection a the police man said that hercould not do any- 
th ing.

I think the arrest of persons without dealing severely 
with the police officials who were absolutely indifferent 
would be of no use.

guards for theirs.

subjects. This is the most conclusive proof vet given by 


the Empress Dowarer of her determination to turn the clock

backvards, and it will certainly not take lone for the pen- 
dulum of progress to swing back to the point from which the 
Emperor so recently started it. 

Since October 6th all decrees have been issued in the 
name of the Empress Dowarer alone,with no pore of public 
intimation as to what has become of His Imperial Majesty.

But he 
thinks the Petrel could not cross the bar at the mouth of 
river,and that if she could, the Admiral would not be wil- 
ling to n vessel up in the ice there, here it could 
not be used if needed. 

However,upon the assurance of Captain wildes that he 
757111 remain in the vicinity of Taku as long as fredom from 
ice will permit,I have agreed with him,that if before that 
time,conditions should change sufficiently for the worse 
to justify the precautions,I will telegraph him to send up 
the guards,and I will make preparations to take care of 
them;otherwise he may take them with him again to the south.

In conformity with that order we have written to the 


Director General of the Gendarmérie to immediately ascertain 


the responsible authors of the disturbances and to cause 


them to be very severely punished,as well as to fix the re- 
sponsibility and degrade the under officers and soldiers who 
have shown themselves negligent in their police duties. 


On the 4th instant the Council of State received a 
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verbal Edict from His Majesty, the Emperor,part of which we 


have already brought to the attention of Your Excellency 
and to all the Porsign Representatives: 

These troubles have come wnexpectedily, but His Majesty Phe 
Emperor,at once upon being informed of the affair, even be- 
fore your note had arrived, had given immediate orders to 
treat promptly and definitely this matter. 

This furnishes a sincer® proof of their intention to 
protect.

I have to report a growing uneasiness among all for- 
eigners here as to the probable situation after navigat 10n 
closes,and possible aid from the fleets is cut off. No one 
is willing to prophesy just what will happen;but the mission- 
aries report an unusual anti-foreign sentiment and that a 
great fear of impending troubles seems to prevade the Chi- 
nese people. The Chinese Sunday School at the Methodist Mis- 
sion in this city, whieh heretofore has had an attendance of 
from twelve to fifteen hundred,has suddenly dwindled to 
one hundred and as ae the patients at the foreign hos- 
pitals and attendance at the clinics,have fallen off in the 
same ratio.

Aside from the palace troublepwhich is agitating the 


country more and more,with occasionally an expressed’ hope

that the friends of the Emperor would rally successfully to 
his support,and a confident and continually reiterated con- 
viction by the Fmpress Dowarer's pere of her assured and 
permanent success, there, nas recently been disclosed a new 
cause for alarm. There has been a great massing of troops 
in the vicinity of Peking,Tientsin,Pei-tai-ho and along the 
railroad lines. They are undisciplined,unpaid and in one 
corps of about fifteen thousand,Ceneral Tung s, constst ing 
mostly of Vohammedans from the province of Kuang-su, both 
officers and men openly avow their determination to drive 
out the foreignerfwith their inventions,railroads,etc. 

On the 2lst and 25rd ultimos they interrupted the traf- 
jaa bate on the Tientsin and Paut ing-fu lines,tore up some 
track,and at Iu-kao-chiao attacked and seriously wounded an 
English and Norwerian engineer. 

I enclose a clipping from the Peking and Tientsin Times 


giving a reliable account of the affair. The matter was dis- 


cussed by the Diplomatic Corpsand the Dean instructed to 


inquire why these disorderly troops were massed along the 


railways and the vicinity of places inhabited or frequented 

by foreigners, and to request their immediate removal.

I have also information from Consul Ragsdale,confirmed 
by the older foreign residents of Tientsin,that there is 
more reasonable cause for fear of serious trouble there,af- 
ter navigation closes,than has existed for twenty years. 

There has always been a strong anti-foreign sentiment 
at Tientsin at-Tientain,there is there a large disorderly 
and turbulent élement made up of fishermen, boatmen,cartmen, 


te the railway is now doing much of the work formerly done 


by them,many are idle and hungry in consequence, and many 


more will be when the river freezes. They have all become 
| strengthened in their antipathy towards foreigners,and en- 
_ boldened by what they believe to be the policy of the Fu- 
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Therefore real and serious danger is possible. While I 
cannot fully share the general alarm (possibly I am too re- 
cent an arrival),yet it is neither wise nor prudent for me, 
a resident of only four months to set up my individual opin- 
ion against that of a majority of Diplomats,Missionaries 
and business men,all of long residence among these people. 

T have therefore requested Captain Wildes of the Bos- 
ton,to send an officer with eighteen marines and a Gatling 
gun to Peking as a Legation guard, and to place thirty at 
the Consulate at Tientsin. 

T have made the best arrangements I can for them in 
this small compound,and they will arrive here on the 5th 
instant. 

Consul Ragsdale is making 1 for those at 
Tientsin,to which place Captain Wildes informs me they will 
be sent as soon as the necessary preprat ions are made. 

- All of the other Legations here now have Leration 
guards, varying in number from eighteen to sixty-six,except 
the Belgians, Dutch and Spanish,the latter however is pro- 
veuned by the Austrian guard since the Austrian Minister is 
at present living at the Spanish Legation. The Fnrlish, 
French and Germans also have strong guards at Tientsin,and

It is probably too late now to find the culprits, but

I have the honor te confirm,on the overleaf,your tel- 
egram of the 26th instant and my reply of this date. 

Perfect quiet prevails at present,but the same reasons 
exist for having the guards ‘ee and at Tientsin as did 
when I wrote ny despatch 1 of November Srd,to which I 
respectfully refer without repeating its contents. 

The effect of the presence of the foreign guards here 
has been an increased respeet for and fear of the foreign 
3 by the ch ine se, and an inspiration on the part 
of the Government to take such increased precautionary meas- 
ures as will probably insure protection of foreigners. 


If any of the guards should be removed before next 


spring much of this gain would be lest,and the Goverment 
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prestige and forfeit the respect of the Chinese Govern- 
ment and people. 

It may be thought that the Chinese Government would 
feel more kindly towards us,and our friendly relations be 
strengthened and our influence increased by withdrawing 
our troops while the others remain,but my brief observa- 
tien and study of them éonstrains me te believe that grat- 
itude and ecourtéousness in the Chinese character are rather 


personal than public virtues,and that the dever nent which 


makes a shéw of power with,a reasonably sustained threat 
to use it,is far more 8 than the one msl expects a 
like response te polite and courteous treatment. 

This opinion is shared by all of my colleagues and 
they expect te continue their guards all winter. 

Therefore in my judgment, for the reasons already given 
in my former despatches,with the further one, that we can- 
net afford te lose the prestige and respect that fifty na- 
rines and two Gatling guns at Tientsin and Peking have giv- 
en us. There is necessity for the guards remaining in Pe- 


king and I shall net direct their return to their ship un-

The annual dinner of this important 
Association took place at the Shanghai 
Club on Saturday, Mr. C. J. Dudgeon, 
Chairman of the Association, presiding, 
with Lord Charles Beresford, C. B., R. N. 
the guest of the evening, on his right, and 
Sir N. J. Hannen, Chief Judge of the 
Supreme Court, on his left hand. Mr. E. 
F. Alford, Vice-Chairman of the Associa. 
tion, was in the vice-chair, with Mr. 
Byron Brenan, C.M.G., British Consul- 
General, on his right, and Captain 
Pottinger, R.A., on his left hand. The 
other members of the Committee of the 
Association, Messrs. J. O. P. Bland, C. 
Dowdall, E. A. Hewett, G. J. Morrison,

I have taken a very strong line on this 
question in England, both in the House 
and in the country. Perhaps I exaggerate, 
hut I do believe if our country is going to 
allow our people to be squeezed out of 
China, or if we continue our trade with- 
out further developing it, I do believe 
it will be the beginning of the end of our 
t empire. (Cheers.) Therefore I 
hold that the interests of the Far East are 
immeasurably superior to the interests of 
the Near East. But there is this point to 
be remembered, that the people at home 
are most crassly ignorant of the situa- 
tion of things in China. I cannot 
quite blame them for that because I must 
plead guilty myself to being one of those 
‘ignorant persons before I came out here 
and consulted those people who know the 
facts in this country. But I would re- 
‘spectfully submit to you that in many parts 
of our great empire circumstances occur, 
asin China, when people come to believe 
that the British empire. is ceatred in that 
locality. Therefore I would say, with 
great respect, though we have felt very 
warmly towards the Cabinet and country, 
we must look at things broadly and as 
affecting the empire. o empire is a very 
large one, and difficulties have to be con- 
tended with in various countries. The 
Cabinet have had considerable difficulties 
on the north-west frontier of India, 
the west coast of Africa, in Jamaica, in 
British Guiana, the Cape, and lately in the 
Soudan, as to which the military officer 
(Captain Pottinger) has made a most ex- 
cellent 1 But let me point this 
out; would it have been quite wise of our 
Oabinet, at a moment when there might 
have been a doubt as to the ultimate 
success of that expedition-—supposing 
some one had made a mistake, and what 
was a brilliant victory had been, I will 
not say a defeat, but a reverse, we should 
have had to send large reinforcements to 
make the thing secure—would it have bee 
wise, I say, for the Cabinet to have em- 
barked on some great euterprise in this 
country?

tell you that I got no answer but a smile. 
(Laughter.) With regard to Newchwang, 
itis one of the most important places of 
British trade in this country, for two 
reasons, one is that it is the place where our 
trade isi ncreasing in a larger degree than 
any other place out here, the other is that 
it is more possible for encroachment by 
Russia because it is nearer to Russia than 
any yet pes I also want to point out 
that it is all-important to us, because it is 
our only open port in that district at all. 
Talienwan and Port Arthur are distinctly 
closed. It is all very well to say they are 
going to open them by-and-by, but 1 am 
talking of the present moment. By-and- 
by there may be some difficulty in opening 
the door of Talienwan, because it will be 
found that the hinges of the door are so 
rusty that the door will not come open at 
all. (Laughter, and hear, hear.) I found 
that in one day in Newchwang there were 
twenty steamers carrying British trade, 
and I took the trouble to count the junks 
on one side of the river and found there 
were 1,600 lying there. I do not object 
to Russia doing what she is doing if 
she thinks it is necessary for the benefit 
of her trade, but what I want to point 
out is that our trade in the future will 
depend upon the good will of Russia. 
That is a position to which we are not 
accustomed in this country, (cheers) 
and, without saying anytuing of a 
disrespectful nature to Rus ia, I do say 
most emphatically that it is the business 
of our Government to see that there is 
something more in the nature of security 
behind our trade than mere diplomatic 
utterances or assurances, or the mere 
good will that I have referred to. (Cheers.) 
Now, if lam not detaining you too long, 
(cries of Go on”) I should like t. touch 
on another question which appears to me 
of great moment. Our policy as declared 
by the Cabinet, approved of by the country, 
and I am perfectly sure by everyone 
in this room, is what is called the open 
dog (Hear, hear.) Ministers have 
raved with their hands over their heads, 
declaring that they will fight for the open 
door.” The Press and individuals have 
made use of more or less stroay language 
in favour of the open door;“ we have 
sent our fleets’ roving about in muddy 
waters for the sake of the open door,” 
but the extraordinary thing is that that 
door has been shut—absolutely shut. The 
idea that the door is kept open becruse 
there are no hostile tariffs or preferential 
incorrect.

Oue more word as to the action 
of the Government at home. I can 
assure you that I do not believe such a 
thing as the Kowshing case could have 
happened to the American or German 
flag without that oxse being settled long 


ago. That case should have been settle 
„ long time ago, and 1 shall make 
that case purticilarly my own when 


I get home, and try and see why it is not 
settled. Then there is a case of a pilot 
cutter that was run down by a steamer, 
The steamer was so palpably in the wrong 
that I cannot understand why the case 
was given against the cutter. That is 
a case which should be probed to the 
bottom, and I believe the steamer would 
have to pay. Then there is the case 
of the Bank of China and Japan in 
which certain shareholders, I believe 
they were Chinese, agreed not only to the 
articles of association but signed a separate 
agreement to be bound in any dispute by 
English law. Lam afraid I am detaining 
you a long time. (“ No, no”) I have 
continually been told that our policy has 
broken down. I, however, respectfully 
disagree with that. We have had no 
policy to break down. (Hear, hear.) 
What we want is a definite policy which 
we and other nations may understand. 
You must remember every diplomatic 
defeat we suffer affects our trade in 
this country more than it does in 
other countries because in the East we 
live undoubtedly by prestige, and our 
prestige has suffered to an alarming extent 
if it has not gone altogether. I think you 
will agree with me that our efforts should 
he to restore that prestige. One more 
point, I hope I have not been misunder- 
stood’in anything I have said as thinking 
that we should mark any more of the 
chart red; but we can assist the Chinese 
to get their house into order, to have 
an «army properly led policing the 
coun'ry and protecting the trade of all 
nation<.

British, American, Swedish and German, resident in Shantung and 
Henan Previnees,in conference assembled at Wei Hien (Oet.15-23, 
1898) unanimously passed the following everture:- 

We desire to 
draw the attention ef the Diplomatie Bedy in Peking te the 
immense lees of life, property and money caused by the frequent- 
iy recurring out-breaks ef the Yellow River. The destruction 
of life and property it would be diffieult te estimate. At the 
present time there are large tracts ef land under water, which 
should be affording sustenance to thousands of the population. 
Thousands are not only destitute ef food and clothing, but are 
homeless and without shelter from the approaching winter. 

Grain has been washed away er spoiled; animals drewned or sold 
for present means ef subsistence, household utensils and build- 
ing materials are being sold te meet the necessities ef the 

ew vrs thus suddenly rendered destitute by the flood. But we 
would respectfully draw attention te the larger questiens a 
eennected with the outbreaks of the Yellow River: Their fre- 
quent recurrence; the many appeals made and se nebly responded 
te beth by ferelgners and natives; the great sums of money 
used by the Government for the relief of the suffering people; 
aui the still more enormous sums constantiy set aside by the 
Gevernment for the repairing of damages and in the attempt to 


conserve the river. 


We are so impressed by the gravity of these facts and the 
suffering ef the peeple that we cannot bu hope that Your Ex- 


scellencies will be moved, but fer the sake of humanity, te de 


Gevermment the 


mecessity of trying new plans for controlling the waters of 
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© the Yellew River. 


The methods hitherte adopted have proved quite inadequate 
and are of doubtful utility. Your petitioners respectfully 
suggest that the Chinese Gevernment be pressed te appoint a 
commission of foreign experts to make a full investigation 
and report en the best means of preventing these calamities and 
ef utilizing these waters, which we feel assured might thus 
cease to be an ummitigated evil and become a source ef mater- 
ial prosperity. 

We have no technical knowledge at our disposal but venture 
to suggest that a series ef reserveirs or lakes among the 
mountains of Southwest Shansi; the construction of one or 
more additional eutlets er ehannels te provide fer everflows; 
the partial straightening ef some of the bends in the present 
river; the utilizing ef eld river beds in Honan, Kiang-su, and 
Shantung;-may help in the solution of a problem which is ad- 
mittedly a difficult ene. 

In conclusion we would point out at Fhat at present the 
Yellow River is praetically valueless for commercial purposes. 
Only junks of light draft can navigate the river, and so, mat 
should be a valuable natural highway is almost useless. A 
glance at the map will show how great its utility would be,if, 
under a proper system conservation, it were made to subserve 
the interests of the country at large.

If 
Jeans are concluded witheut the eanetion of the Board they 
will met be recegnized,even though an agreement has deen 


signed. 


In ease of fereign loans the preliminary agreements 
must be submitted te the Board fer their appreval. ITF 


such agreements are contrary te these Regulations they 


will be sent back fer amendment. In case they are not 
emended preperly negotiations may be entered inte with 
ether parties. Sheuld foreign merchants enter into 


private sentracts fer loans and thereby suffer less, the 
Teungli-Yamén and the Board will not help them recover 
their money. 

‘When Chinese companies are authorized te borrew 
foreign money the Beard will advise the Teungli Yamen, 
which will cemmunicate with the Minister of the Power 
eoncerned, whe will reply, and their permission will then 
be sensidered te be given.

Rewards will be given to Chinese merchants investing

Gustems stations will be established on all railways 
fer the levy of duties.

We are deeply impressed with the wisdom Your Majesty has 
displayed in this apt use ef Severeign power. 

There are several ways of carrying out such works, namely, 
by the Government dene be merchants alene; by Gevernment 
ent rel and merchant management, er by & merchant joint-stock 
company eof Chinese and fereign shareholders free from inter- 
ference by any foreign Pever. 

Traffie on the Tientsin-Ghanhaikuan and Tientsin~-Peking 
railways is new censiderable; yet the Beard ef Revenue and the 
Teungli Yamen have no records of rates ef freight per ton or 
fares fer first, secend and third class passengers; nor is there 
any available information about the construction ef lines; 
division ef labour; number of trains; time tables; rules en- 
fereed on trains; ear and engine houses; stations, whether on 


Government or private land; names of native and foreign enploy- 


es on the line and in stations, cars, engines and trains, or 
the tetal mumber of freight and passenger cars. 

If when the prejected lines, namely, Hankow-Peking, 
Canton-Hankow, Wingpo-Shanghai md Tientsin-Pacting,- open 
communication with ether places they conduct business in this 
way, treating with indifference the Gevernment which concedes 
large benefits, where will be the boasted prosperity te the 
country frem introducing railways? 

Te reetify such abuses now will prevent their saecunulation 
until past all cure. 

Such is the present status of the Railway question. 
Turning now to Mining previnees: The Mo-ho Gold mine 

and the Kaiping celliery have been quite successful. The Me-ho 
mine sends Taels 200,000 yearly te the Beard ef Revenue; but 
as that sum is unsatisfactory, erders have been issued te 
investigate the accounts. We have enly vague information as 
te the beundaries of this mine, ite working rules and the 
share of Gold alletted te the miners; and the same remarks apply 
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to mines worked by the Military Gevernor of the Hei-lung-shiang 
Prevince. It is diffieult te supervise mines so remote fron 
P®king. Until orders are given fer detailed reports te be | 
rendered, mo permanent good can be expected fre these Indus- 
tries. 

The Kaiping colliery had at first great difficulties, but 
of late years good management has obtained a steady increase 
of output and cal is exported te the GSeuth fer sale. The coal 
is much superier in quality te Japan ceal, and if this mine be 
extended the Gevernment will derive much benefit. As to the 
proportions of merchant and Government capital invested in this 
mine; whether er not its cement works will pay; what is the 
daily and yearly output ef coal and what the numbers of native 
and fereign employes in offices and ines, erders should be 
given for full reports te be made on these points. 

This is the present cendition of Mining operations. 

The regulations made this year fer eoal and iron mining 
in the previnces of Shansi and Henan were duly considered and 
reported te the Threne by the Teungli Yamen. Article 6 levies 
levies a Government tax of five per cent on the value of the 
mineral output at the mines; the Maritime Custems tariff duty 
is alse te be paid if the minerals be exported. This rule, 
designed te benefit the publie revenue, sheuld be fellowed 
when mines are epened in ether provinces. For metallifereus 
mines other than iren, five per cent is unsifficient, se for 
those a different rule should be made te increase the revenue. 

As soon as this Central Bureau was established by Bdict 
we made investigations in the Beard ef Revenue and Tswmgli 
rann, and then sent te all the previnees to obtain from mining 
companies copies of their present regulations; and after we 
have considered them we will report te Your Majesty and ask 
fer a Decree. 

All companies,official er private, organized, but not 
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bean 27,1896) and we will confer and report te Your Majesty 


METieially approved, before the date of the iet establishing 
‘this Bureau, should be considered unauthorized. 

Of late numerous applications fer railway and mining 
este have been made, their general purpose being to 
Shain official autherity te serve private schemes, witheut 
regard for the publie good or fer the future of a concess- 
fom after it has been gambled with. Per instance: the Sung Chu 
Ghai stationery Shep in Peking effered to supply Taels 800,000 
fer railways in Kiangseu and Chekiang previnces. The shep ob- 
tained a bank erder fer the amount as a short loan, the order 
te be surrendered after having served its purpese fer mere 
exhibition, and one month*s interest was te be paid te the bank 
fer its accommodation. 


There is ne end of such shams. When rejected, abuse 
fellows; if approved, the public weuld suffer. 

We take it that Your Majesty*s object in establishing this 
Bureau is te secure effeciency; hence jobbery eannet be teler- 


ated. Te aveid deception and ridicule we shall be on our guard 
age inst all euch crafty schemes. 


As this new office will be a busy one, much time would 
be lest in leoking fer a separate location for it. We there- 
fere propose te berrew reoms in the West court yard ef the 
Teungli Yamen, and will appoint a staff of secretaries, account- 
ants and élérks, whose firet duty shall be te digest fer future 
guidance all railway and mining business new on record.

An Imperial Decree published in the Peking Gazette, 
December Sth, 1898. 


I, the Bmupress Dowager, Tzu-hsi-tuan-yu, etc. te., have 
received another memorial from Jung Lu recommending that the 
Wan and Pei Yang and Hupeh provinces begin immediately the 

manufacture ef arms and make a careful survey of the northern 
coasts, ete. 

The best equipment for the Army is the rapid firing breech 
loading guns and the small bore Mauser rifies. 

There are now arsenals at several places in the Nan and 
Pei Yang and Hupeh provinces. Let the Governors-General and 
Governors of said provinces provide ways and means to accom 
plish this and instruct the under-officials of the various 
arsenals to make strict investigation and begin immediately 
the manufacture of guns and rifles. Military maps must also 
be made. Let the Superintendent of Nerthern Trade command 
the Military Scheols te make a survey of the Coast and draw up 


careful charts for the use of the various military districts.

Translation of an Imperial Decree published in the Peking 
Gazette, December Sth, 1898. 


I, the Empress Dowager, Tzu-hsi-tuancyu, te. te., have 
received a memorial frem-Jung Lu recommending a general plan for 
the support and discipline of the Army. 

The memorialist requests that Sung Ch'ing and others, 
Generals of the Right, Left, Front and Rear Divisions of the 
Army, should station their troops at strategical points and have 
them well and satisfactorily placed. He also requests that a 
Central Division of 10,900 men be raised and that a place be 
selected where they may be stationed and that said memorialist 
have centrol of these troops - all ef whieh has been sanetioned. 

Taelis 400,000 may be taken from the money appropriated 
fer the newly added landed forces and used for the support of 
this newly raised army and what is still lacking may be taken 
frem the funds which are sent by the various provinces to the 
Fuchien province doekyards. 

Since Generals, Sung ch“ ing and others have the great 
responsibility ef guarding the Court and immediate surroundings 
there must be no deficiency in the funds for the pay ef the 


soldiers, nor in their rations that the soldiers may be content. 


Let the Board of Revenue, according to previous regulations 


urge the various Customs stations to promptly forward the duties 


in full. If there is any unnecessary delay the parties are to 
be severely censured by said high official. There are about 

30,000 soldiers among the foreign drilled treops. There may be 
among these some soldiers who are idle and good for nothing and 
it would be a pity te spend money to support sueh. Let Jung Iu 
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personally investigate the state of affairs and dismiss all 
useless soldiers and combine the remainder into regiments, 
and let them all be subject to his orders. 

Owing te the present difficulties of the Gevernment the 
organization of the army and the drilling of troops are matters 
of the greatest importance. There must be no shirking of res- 
ponsibility on the part of said high official, but he must in 
good earnest leok into the ecendition of things and see that 
the entire army is composed of brave men, in order that it may 
harmonize with the Court's idea of what an army should be.

Liao Shou-feng, of the First Offieial Rank, “Gevernor ef 
the Province of Chekiang, Kneeling and looking upward, implores 
the Sacred Glance upon this respectful memorial showing that a 
commercial company has been fermed te-werk mines in the East 
part of Chekiang and asks for Imperial sanetion to develope 
these sources of wealth. 

The memorialist begs to state that veins of coal, iron 
and other minerals are found in the numereus mountains in all 
the prefeetures of Rastern Chekiang; but as the people living 
near by are too poor to employ gining engineers to exanine 
such deposits, and native mining methods produce trifling 
results, these natural resources are being neglected. 

Your memorialist, in obediénce to Imperial Decree, has 
often ealled upon merchants for capital to open mines; but as 
a large sum was required and Chinese shares wore hard to sell, 
the plan did not succeed. 

The Expectant Prefect, Kao Srh-i, living at his home in 
this province, has now petitioned as foilows:-

A contract has been made with the merchant Sabbione, of 
the Italian Hui Kung syndicate, for a loan of five million 
Taels, under a guarantee produced from K. R. Marquis 
Salvago, Minister for Italy, and the Shansi mining rerula- 
tions are to be conformed with in all respects. Copies 

of regulations, contract and guarantee are enclosed here- 


with, and petitioner prays that a memorial be sent to the 


Threne asking permission to open these mines." 

Your memorialist at once consulted by telerraph with the 
Tsung 11 Yamen and mailed copies of the reguiations, eontract 
and guarantee fer record. 

Kao Erh-i is of a rieh family and is experienced in 
commercial affairs. His application to mine coal and iron 
in Ch*u-chou, Yen-chou, Ven- chou and Ch'u-chou, and the eon- 
tract he has made with the Italian merehant, verified by a 
gvarantesc, cannot be treated as vague words. 

Purthermore, there are minerals in the Heng- chou and Hu- 
chou prefectures of West Chinkiang; therefore it is proposed 
te change the name Bast Chinkiang Company® to "P ao Chang 
Company" and direct them first to send mining engineers to find 
in what townships and hills mines are situated and what they 
produce, making maps thereof with explanations inserted, that 
it may be seen that the proposed works are not injurious to the 
place, after which permission will be given to open mines, 
and if suceessful they may be extended. 

These proposals being in exaet accord with the Shansi 
mining einen tions issued by Tsungli Yamen, the memorialist 
now bers for a Rescript authorizing the mines to b opened as 
a source of wealth.

to China for these objects.

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If the scheel ef instruction demanded is to be 
comprehensive enough to be of real value, it will

Great public enterprises cannot be safely left to 
hang on local favor as this rule provides. 

It may be wise to make every endeavor to enlist 
Chinese capital in these works, but foreign capital 
should not be ruled out in consequence, or be con- 
pellied to make unfair or unreasonable terms to get 

in. 

Not a single foreign dollar will be furnished, if 

the Gevernment absolves itself from all responsibility 
as it does in this rule. 

Neither will foreign capital be risked in such ex- 
periments, if it is te have no voice in its management 
which this rule forbids. 

Nor will one cent be so invested by foreigners, if they 
believe their Governments will not interfere to pro- 
tect the legitimate rights of their subjects, which 
this rule pretends to prohibit. 

No capitalist will invest a farthing in a railway that 
is upon its inception saddled with a burden of forty 
per cent of its profits, nor a mine that must pay 
twenty five per cent. 

No company could er would submit te the hardship of 
closing their books and transporting them to a distant 
province for examination, and hence would never 
organize under such a threatened possibility. Some 
provisions for governmental supervision ceuld be made 
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rights and international obligations, in the management of its 
internal affairs; but because it has invited foreign capital 
and because his countrymen are anxious to respond to this invi- 
tation, finds it his duty te make the above suggestions with 
the hope that the railway and mining Regulations may be so 
amended as not to effectually prohibit the object apparently 
sought,.as thes now promulgated are sure to do.

Nevertheiess in consideration of the 
present state of affairs. it is necessary te decide whieh should 
have preference in time, and the memorialists request a state- 
ment ef the course te be pursued. 

The Lu-Han, and Hankew-Canten lines are the most important 
trunk lines; next in importance is the Tientsin-Chinkiang line, 
and Shanhaikuan, and beyond, Moukden, Newehwang eté. are strat- 
egical points, and roads must be built.

1 3 the honor to report that at the request of 

Bishop Earl Cranston,I requested the Tsungli Yamen,Noven- 
ber 9th last,to issue special instruetions to the Viceroy 
of Ssechuan to take aueh measures as will insure the pro- 
teetion of all missionaries going to and from and attending 
the annual eonferenee to be held at Chungking during Jan- 


vary next. 


The Yamen telegraphed the instruetions,but on the 17th 


instant the Vieeroy requested that beeause of existing dis- 
turbaneces in the provinee,the conference be postponed. 

I telegraphed shits request to Rev. Spencer Lewis and 
asked him to notify Bishop Cranston. He replied that it was 
too late to postpone conference as sone parties had already 
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arrived safely at Chungking and others were en route. I 


therefore communicated this fast to the Teungli Yamen and 


insisted that extraordinary precautions must be taken to 


protect these people in accordance with treaty obligations, 


ete,whieh they have promised to do. 


The situation in Szechuan is most disturbed, but due 


and ample warning hes been given the Chinese Government, and 


it is to be hoped that no troudle will result.

The Wand Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plen- 
ipctentiary of the United States of America, has to-day re- 
ceived the note of Your Highness and Your Excellencies in 
which it is stated that the Viceroy of Szechuan telegraphs, 
in reference to the proposed missionary conference to be held 
at nen In January pias thet the "state of affairs is 
"very grave and that there is a possibility that worthless 
"fellows will take this opportunity to cause trouble, and he 
"therefore recommends that Minister Conger be requested to 
"telegraph the chairman of said conference to postpone their 
"meet ings for the present,etc.,etc." 

The Viceroy's suggestion has been telegraphed to Rev. 
Spencer Lewis, a leading American missionary at Chungking; 
out he must inform Your Highness and Your Excellencies that 
only one of the conferences is wholly American,the other is 
a general conference composed of English,Americans and all 
other Protestant Wen 

He, however,apprehends that it is now too late to stop 
the gathering of these people at Chuneking,because some of 
the delegates are already en route thither,and others are 
sure to start before they can be communicated with. So that 


whether or not the conferences are held,many of the mission- 


aries will be going to or from their homes and will require 


protection

For this superss 
visory purpose Bishop Earl Cranston has come from the United 
States and is now somewhere on his way from Shanghai to 
Chungking. * it will be very difficult,if not impossible 
to reach him. 

It seems therefore, that it is not likely that the gath- 
ering of the missionariesat Chunekineg can now be prevented, 
and having once gathered there, a quiet and orderly conference 


could do no harm. 


The Undersigned feels that he is in duty bound to lay 
before Your Highness and Your Excellencies these facts,in 
order that such further precautionary measures may be taken 
as the exigencies of the occasion require. 

Since the Viceroy himself acknowledges the existence 
of danger from some worthless fellows,any lack of watchful- 
ness,or failure,on his part to provide means to restrain 
and control these fellows,will be inexcusable and indefensi- 
ble, 

Although the Undersigned has telegraphed the missionar- 

Iss at Chungking, yet because of the several nationalities 
Interested, and of the impossibility of informing the dele⸗ 
gates in time,a postponement of the gathering may be impossi- 
ble,he insists that under these extraordinary circumstances, 
extraordinary efforts should be put forth by the Chinese 


Government to meet the obligations which treaty obligations 


fix upon it.

: Translation of an Imperial Decree issued in the Peking

Gazette, December 28th, 1898. 


Tan Chung Lin, Viceroy of the Two Kuang provinces, has 
submitted for inspection a memorial, transmitting therewith 
many traitorous letters and stone seals which were confiscated 
at the native place of Rang Yu Wei and written by members 
of his rebellious faction. 

Investigating the seditious phrases of the original 
letters it is found that they are long-winded tedious docu- 
ments. At the worst they designate Tan Ssu T'ung as a candi- 
date for President of the Nation. They state that the present 
Dynasty is not worth helping. In all these letters the year 
"Kuang nod · is not used; but they are dated in large characters 
"so Many thousands, hundreds and tens of years after Confucius". 

Following up all the actions of this arrogant fellow, he 


is found to be worse than a traitor. His letters concern a 


great mumber of persons. The Court is very lenient in its 


administration and therefore does desire to implicate others by 
making further investigation. The original letters have been 
burned. But because Rang Yu Wei was tue leader in using 
corrupt languange, in this way misleading the people, his 
crime cannot but be proclaimed, in order to nip his conspiracy 
in the bud. It is reported that many false rumors have been 
spread. about by ignorant people; some saying the intention of 
this traitor was merely for the purpose of introducing reforms. 
These letters are evidence enough to prove that K'ang Yu Wei 
was thoroughly perverse and unprincipled. 

All ministers and those eating the produce and living on 
the 8011, subordinate to this Court, ought to understand what 
is right and should not be misled by this traitor's corrupt 
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words, in order, that by distinguishing what is right and what 
is wrong, they may be able to be of a quiet mind.
